.- ate audk long and carefully planned. The 


Transvaal incident, it would appear 
was only the pretext seized upon by the 
Emperor in order to enter the field us 
an active opponent to Great Britain's 
policy of aggrandizement in Africa, am 
her little misunderstanding with King 
1'rempoh of Ashanti, and her mipport o 
Italy's warfare against Abyeamia are 
believed to have been the irritating 
features which 
liually 
induced his 


majesty to show his hand. Of course 
this is only a sample of the rumors m 
circulation here, but it shows the drift 
of the wind, and hue eetved to incense 
the British to a degree not witnessed 
uince tlio war with KtiHsm was threat- 
ened some years ago. 


To make matters worse it ia now re- 


ported that the Transvaal republic will 
demand an indemnity of $2,500,000 from 
Great Britain as one of tlie results of 
Dr. Jameson's 
invasion of the little 


Butch republic. If this turns out to b^ 
tho caao iiu doubt will be entertained 
that Emperor William in his recent in- 
terview with Dr. W. J. Leyda, tho secre- 
tary of state for the Transvaal, prompted 
and demanded, and may also have an- 
nounced his intention of supporting it. 


The report that orders have boon sent 


to Portsmouth, Davenport and Chatham 
for the immediate cominiBBioiiing of a 
flying squadron of warships is coi> linnet 
this afternoon and has caused a pro- 
found sensation in all circles. The Hy- 
ing squadron is ordered to bu ready for 
aim by January 14th, Tuesday next. It 
will consist of the following ships: 
Revenge, first class battle ship; Koyal 
Oak, 
(irat class battle flhin; Gibraltar, 


first class steel cruiser; Theeeue, first 
class eteel cruiser; Gharybdis, second 
class steel cruiser; Herino.no, second 
claea Bteel cruiser. 


In addition Hear Admiral Itawson has 


been ordered to proceed to Delajioa bay 
on board the Hag ship St. George, a firat- 
clase eteel cruiser; and lie ia now on hia 
way there, accompanied with another 
cruiser, with all possible speed. 


Admiral Uawaon has also been in- 


structed to report immediately to tho 
admiralty what additional steps are nec- 
eesary to reinforce hia squadron, and 
they will be Bent to him aa promptly as 
possible. 


Besides these preparations the great- 
est activity is displayed at all the dock 
yards, making ready for a call for the 
uornmietiiouiug of more shins as soon us 
needed, and the naval reserve lists are 
being prepared in readiness for an 
em«rgency. 


The military authorities no longer at- 


tempt to conceal tho fuct that they are 
actively preparing for ttie possibility of 
war. All the regiments of the British 
army reserves, volunteers, militia, etc., 
have been ordered to make immediate 
returns of their strength for mobiliza- 
tion, but as yet no further steps in this 
direction have been deemed necessary. 


Without desiring to bo in any way 


sensational, it can safely bo said that 
the war spirit is hovering over the Brit- 
ish empire, and that people of all classes 
are eagerly suppjrting tho attitude of 
tho government in resenting the atti- 
tude of Germany towards Groat Britain. 
The press ts unanimous in its approval 
of the preparations of the naval and 
military authorities. 
It may bu addml that there U little 


doubt that the Chronicle's Washington 
dispatches have had a very good effect 
here in showing that it is more than 
likely that Grunt Britain is wrong in the 
boundary dispute, and following tho 
Chronicle 
correspondent's suggestion 


that Gome means of arbitration in the 
matter should be promptly found, a 
move is already on foot bore among the 
prominent Americans and Britons to 
bring about the formation of a perma- 
nent court of arbitration for tho settle- 
ment of all disputes between the two 
nations, 


from Cape Town today the news ia 


much more satisfactory than for some 
time past and seta at rent the sensational 
stories cabled to the United States on 
the subject. 


A dispatch from Governor Robioflon. 


dated Pretoria, January 8th, said: "I 
have received a telegram from tho chair- 
man of the mass meeting held at Bulu- 
wayo yesterday, saying that a resolution 
was passed unanimously requesting me 
to exert all my influence in obtaining 
tbe honorable release of Dr. Jameson 
and his men." 


Governor Robinson also telegraphs 


that Captain Charles John Coventry, 
one of Dr. Jumeson'B officers, who has 
been reported to have died from wounds 
received in lighting the Boers, is alive 
and recovering from hia wounds. 


The large part of Dr. Jamson's force 


say they were told that they were going 
to fight a native tribe and it was only 
when they had crossed the border of tbe 
Transvaal that they were told that they 
were going to Johannesburg, to the re- 
lief of tbo residents of that place, and 
that they would be joined by a detach- 
ment of the O*pe mounted rifles, 2000 
Johannesburg volunteers and a regiment 
from Cape Town. 


Delagoa bay, to which British and 


German warships are being dispatched, 
is pronounced the ihiest harbor in South 
Africa and the European powers which 
have interests in youth Africa have long 
kept jealous watch of each other's move- 
ments in relation to it.

NO SIGN OF IMPROVEMENT. 


Heavy Shipments of Gold Likely 


for Some Time to Come, 


WASHINGTON, January 8.— The treas- 


ury today lost 1-130,000 in gold bars, 
which leaves the true amount of the re- 
serve $57,862,204. Nothing is known at 
the treasury department, so far as can 
be learned, of any concerted movement 
by banks to protect the reserve by mak- 
ing gold deposits, and up to the hour of 
closing the statement published yester- 
day t lint Ximmerman A Forehay, bull- 
ion dealers of Now York, had deposited 
$500.000, had not been verified by As- 
sistant Jordan. In fact the only consid- 
erable deposit during the last several 
weeks was made yesterday by the Mer- 
cantile National bank, which exchange 
$500,000 in gold for currency. Ho far aa 
can be learned the situation shows no 
signs of improvement, and no surpripr 
would he felt hero if heavy shipments of 
gold should bo in ado on ouch of the- 
Kuropean steamers for some time lo 
come.

the new bonds, and a number of appli- 
cations for blanks to be need in making 
bida are being received by each mm . 
No formal bida hare yet been receive* .

Telegrams Sent by the New York 


World to Four Thousand 


National Banks, 


The First National bank'of Fresno yes 


terday received the following telegram 
from the New York World-. 


"We today ask all national banks 


whether, if the President makes a cal 
to replenish the eold reserve, they wii 
consider it their patriotic duty to take 
mode on a 3 per cent basis. Will you 
invest, and to what eitent?" " ** 


0. J. Woodward, president of tho First 


National bank of Fresno, replied by tele- 
graph us follows : 


"Yes, if the President makes a popu- 


ar loan to home people on a 3 per cent 
jasis, we will take our portion." 


In spoakinc on tho subject yesterday 


tlr. Woodward said ho believed tho na- 
tional banks generally throughout tbo 
country would take bonds, but could 
not say with certainty whether they 
would take iu proportion to their 
capital stock, or just as each decided for 
taelf. Suppose that all tho national 
mnks average the enine capital stock as 
:ie First National in this city, and they 
liould increase this capital by one- 
fourth, purchasing $'25,000 bonds each. 
This would tsike up the $100,000,000 
iesmc. But there are many bunks which 
will no doubt take ten times that 
(mount, and it looks as if there should 
ic no trouble in taking up the uutiru 
oaii. There are banks in San Francisco 


suits. They would rather have this 
money drawing interest, if only 3 per 
ent, than to be lying idle. 
It mny seem that :t per cont ia a small 


rate of interest for banks on this coast, 
which are accustomed to loan at from 8 
to 12 percent. But bonds at 'A per cent 
are better than idle gold. They are BB 
good aa gold. Banks must always keep 
more or lees money on hand, and these 
bonds can be converted into money at 
any time, and thus take the place of 
coin. 


Besides, when a national bank takes 


these bonds, it thereby increases its 
capital and is allowed to increase its 
circulation, and thus the bonds, while 
lying in tho bank, form the basis of 
a circulation, and are valuable in that 
reflpcct. 


The First National Bank at this time 


holds government bonds which draw 
only 2 percent. 


There are at present 4000 national 


banks in the United Status. It Booms 
probable that they will take the entire 
loan ; yet if they should not do so there 
are many private persons anxious to in- 
vest in bonds, besides trust companies 
and other banks. 


A similar telegram to that quoted 


above was sent to the Fresno National 
Bank, but President MuMullln said he 
did not believe hie bank would buy any 
of the bonds. 


A CONFICT IMPENDING. 


Gomez Evidently Consolidating His 


Forces. 


NKIV YOHK, January 8.— A dispatch lo

Thomas E. Hughes. Ho is represented 
by L. L. Cory. Tlie liabilities are placed 
at $170,020.0-1, and tbe upsets nothing. 


Th-s reason for the failure lies, iu the 


depreciation of real estate and inability I 
to sell the large tracts of land which Mr. 
Hughes had, and on which there were 
mortgagee. Nearly the whole a-.uount of 
the indebtedness is deficiency judgments. 
The largest item ie $90,000 due the han 
Francisco Theological Institute, secured 
by mortgage on the Hughea hotel, which 
mortgage has since been 
foreclosed. 


While it is one of the largest lista ol 
liabilities ever Btshediiled in tlie county, 
it 
ia not a disaatroua 
insolvency. 


That is. tlie creditors do not lose heav- 
ily. They are fairly well provided for, 
although" they will probably not come 
out without eome loss.
